Pumpkinfever 

Local restaurants go gaga for orange food, but how does it taste? 


By Lisa Balde 

Pumpkins are huge. And not just for 
carving. Through fall, the big orange 
squash makes cameos on menus 
all over town, from bakeries and 
restaurants to your morning cuppa 
caffeine at the corner cafe. It made 
us wonder: Is it worth the hype? 

Do pumpkins actually taste good 
beyond pumpkin pie? 

“They taste awesome and, on top of that, 
they're healthy for you,” said Lyle Allen, 
executive director of Green City Market, 
home to thousands of off-the-vine pump- 
kins for sale between September and early 
November. “It’s versatile and it can be an 
ingredient in so many different things. ... 
Yon can use it in hundreds of dishes now” 


Pumpkins’ popularity has grown over 
the years, especially among chefs, Allen 
said, thanks to the availability of fresh 
pumpkins at markets. Plus it’s a rel- 
atively easy food to work with, 
aiding new savory and sweet 
concoctions in seasonally 
minded restaurants as well 
as lunch-loving counter- 
service spots. 

One of the most wide- 
spread pumpkin menu 
items, though, can’t be eat- 
en with a fork. It’s Starbucks’ 
Pumpkin Spice Latte, a seasonal hot 
drink that’s grown in popularity since be- 
ing introduced in 2004. The latte stretch- 
es the start of fall to Aug. 31, though some 
loyalists hope it’ll be offered year-round. 

“I love pumpkin spice/ Do not even 
need a cup/ Connect the I.V,” professes 
one latte lover (of 530 people) on a haiku 


page Starbucks created to channel love 
for the drink. There’s no news yet about 
full-time status, but that’s not for lack of 
support, seen in droves on Face- 
book and Twitter, according 
to a Starbucks spokesper- 
son. 

Right now pumpkins 
are temporarily popping 
up across town in cup- 
cakes, milkshakes, entrees 
and even beer. How do you 
know what’s good? We assem- 
bled a crack team of pumpkin 
lovers to taste-test five items and give 
you the lowdown. 

But first, a tasting note from Allen. 
What does pumpkin actually taste like, 
sans-sugar and spice? “[It has] a very 
earthy sweet taste to it that can easily be 
changed up depending on how you were 
to use it.” ’Nough said. Time to get tasting!

wouldn’t be right to reveal the story’s explosive 
conclusion, but let’s just say that when all’s said 
and done, humanity might not be so comfort- 
ably positioned at the top of the food chain. 

The story picks up where “The Strain” leaves 
off The Master continues to amass his army of 
blindly loyal acolytes, the vampiric pandemic 
spreading like a virus through 
Manhattan and Newark’s outer 
boroughs. Dr. Ephraim Good- 
weather, an epidemiologist, and 
his ally, Abraham Setrakian, a Eu- 
ropean Jew who first encountered 
the undead during his time in a 
concentration camp, are holed up in Setrakian’s 
pawnshop with their allies, trying to come up 
with a way to eradicate the vampires. 

Though elements of the story are familiar, 
the sharp, propulsive language helps invest 
them with new power. At a time when brood- 
ing, sexy vampires are so ubiquitous in popular 
culture, Del Toro and Hogan have given the 
creatures back some of their nasty, vicious, 
delicious bite.

Where’s the power? 


Following his twin brother’s death, a 
young boy (Frankie/George McLaren) 
in London wants to understand what 
happens when we die; in France, jour- 
nalist Marie LeLay (Cecile de France) 
explores the notion of the afterlife fol- 
lowing her own near-death experience 
in a Southeast Asia tsunami; and in San 
Francisco, George (Matt Damon) tries 
to put his days of doing psychic read- 
ings behind him. Gee, think the three 
storylines will converge “Babel”-style? 

The buzz: Clint “I’ll make one 
movie per year if I damn well please” 
Eastwood re-teams with Damon after 
last year’s disappointing “Invictus.” 
Maybe acclaimed screenwriter Peter 
Morgan (“Frost/Nixon,” “The Queen”) 
can add some depth to the potentially 
spooky setup. 


The verdict: Humanity’s universal 
curiosities haven’t been so vapidly 
exploited since “The Da Vinci Code.” 
“Hereafter” is all sorrow and no power, 
unifying viewers in the sense that what- 
ever your beliefs, you’ll still likely find 
this to be hollow rubbish. George’s 
and Marie’s visions are only of the 
routine , blurry-white-light-and-people- 
standing-around sort, which doesn’t 
convince any more than the eventual 
implication that the dead also are 
psychic, but only sometimes. You don’t 
have to be spiritually gifted to forecast 
everything. The disappointing surprise 
is seeing Eastwood truly settle into a 
non-inquisitive rut as a filmmaker of 
foolish generalities.

Chef Joncarl Lachman took the go-big-or-go-home 
approach with his brunch cocktail menu. Each 
drink ($12) is made with Ketel One vodka and a 
house-made mix, and most garnishes are hearty 
enough to be appetizers. 

1. Vincent’s Bloody Ear, a nod to artist Vincent Van 
Gogh, is garnished with a fried pig’s ear and sharp- 
ened celery stick. 

2. Not the most popular of the bunch but definitely 
unique, the Hollander gets garnished with herring, 
pearl onions and a homemade pickle. 

3. Named for the Netherlands’ Zeeland province, 
the Zeelander features tiger shrimp, roasted toma- 
toes and parsley.
